TAMMaNY'S SECESSION, 


A Kupiure Which was Inevitable, ond Might as Well 
Come Now as at Any Other Time. 

New York, May 16—Tammany hall is 
“vain to be read out of the democratic party 
here, through the hostility of Kelly’s state 
éehators to the governor. Lhe rupture be- 


ae ay 


hall would have probably come in any event. 
The quarrel between the governor and the 
Tammany senators offers so ah oppor- 
tunity to strike its democratic rival a neavy 
blow, and at the same time increase the 
breach between Tammany hall and the ma- 


jority of the democratic party in the 
state outside this city, that the 
county democracy leaders haye jumped 
at the opportunity. it. %6 felt 


that Tammany hall mast ‘‘go back"’ on Sena- 
tors Grady, Treanor and Browning, and disa- 
vow their action, or once more be an outcast 
from the democratic household. The com- 
mittee appointed by the county democratic 
caucus has nct yet held a meeting, but there 
isno doubt what its report will be to the 
county committee. It will report a se.ies of 
resoluiions, in which the governor will be 
upheld asa mode! for all democrats to pattern 
after, and three Tammany senators und the 
organization which sustains them will be held 
up asa dreadful exampie to be avoided, ana 
this will be adopted withouta dissenting voice, 
Ex-Mayo: Edward Cooper yesterday said: 
‘There can be no question but that the ma- 
jority of the democratic party 1s with the 
governor in this contest. The county de- 
mozracy will support the governor. This 
will probably cause a rupture with Tammany 
hall. I do not know that this is to be re- 
gretted. Ido not say thatif Tammany were 
to make a good nomination we would not 
supportit. But th@® chances are against its 
making good nominations. It is some dis- 
tunce to look ahead, butl think the tendency 
is for the two democratic organizations 
to grow wider apart; and the feel- 
ing in the state is that it is bet- 
ter to leave us to fight out our 
own local differences, free from interference 
by the democratic state committee. The ac- 
tion of the Tammany senators simply trans- 
fers the methods of the board of aldermen to 
the Jegislature. The aldermen endeavor to, 
and do in part, dictate nominations to the 
mayor. The Tammany senators are endeay- 
oring to do the same thing with the governor, 
It seems to be the policy of Tammany hall to 
get everything for itself, and oppose whatever 
cannot be obtained by it. I think the party 
throughout the state understands the situa- 
tion thoroughly.”

NO HOPE FOR OHIO REPUBLICANS. 


The Buckeye State Cértain to Elect a Democratic 
Governor. 

CLEVELAND, May 16.—Genereal M. D. Leg- 
gett, of this city, whose name has been men- 
tioned in connection with the republican gu- 
bernatorial nomination, takes a very gloomy 
view of the political situation in this state. 
In fact, alline prominent Cleveland politi- 
cians who have been interviewed lately seem 
to be very douwn-hearted, not to say positively 
despairing. “General Leggett was in Chicago 
the other day and a Times reporter interview- 
ed him. He said Senator Sherman. would 
have been the republican candidate for ygov- 
ernor, but ha wouldn’t have it. ‘If,’ said 
General Leggett, ‘‘we were not going to have 
the proposition before us fora repeal of the 
constitutional amendment. prohibiting the 


by the legislature, Ohio would be all right for 
the republicans, and we could run Senator 
h erman for governor and get him in training 


or something higher up. It’s « great pity 
this temperance question could not be kept 


out of Ohio politics this fall, for our state is 
the pivotal one, generally, which shows 
which way the presidency is going; but it 
won't do that this time because of our local 
troubles,”’ 

Tbe general was further of the opinion that 
Foster has been relegated to private life by 
the temperance question, and that ‘‘the same 
thing has played the deuce with the republi- 
ean party generaliy.’’ If it were not for local 
questions the general seems to think Ohio 
would go republican, bui things being as they 
are he is very much afraid it will go the other 
way.

THE BURIAL OF MRS. GRANT. 


Grant Stands by Mis Mother’s Grave and 
His Father's Tomb. 

CINCINNATI, May 16.—The burial of the re- 
mains of Mrs. Hannah Simpson Grant, 
mother of General Grant, took place in Spring 
Grove cemetery alongside these of her hus- 
band. The funeral was remarkably quiet and 
unostentatious. An undertaker had taken 
charge of the casket on its arrival, and after

placing on it a wreath of tea _ roses 
and pansies, the tribute of Mrs. General 
Grant, and a floral cross, he took it to the 


residence of George B. Johnson, a cousin of 
General Grant, where the features of the 
dead were for the last time exposed to the 
view of the relatives. A procession then 
formed with the bearse, followed by the first 
carriage, containing General Grant, Mrs. Cra- 
mer and son and Mrs. Johnson. In succeed- 
ing carrisges were Judge Ashburn, Mrs. An- 
derson, Mrs. tweed, Mr. and Mrs. Wit! John- 
son, Mrs. Griflith, Mrs. Judge Swing, Rev. 
Dr. Joyce, of the St. Paul M. E church; 
Mrs. Lindsay and ex-l’ostmaster Wable. 
At the cemetery the party was joined bya 
few other relatives. No provision had been 
made for pall-bearers, and the undertaker 
ca led on the spectators to assist him. Dr. 
Joyce read the ritual after the casket was 
lowered ir the grave. General Grant, with 
sad expression, looked at the monument to 
his father and then into the open grave of his 
mother; but there was no visible tokens of 
the emotions passing within. There were 
no signs of grief among the other relatives. 
When the grave was filled there were family 
greetings and then the party returned to the 
city.

THOMPSON ACQUITTED. 


THE JURY FIND HIM JUSTIFIED IN 
THE KILLING. 


The Brilliant Argument of Dan Voorhees for the Dr- 
feudasat—The Arraignment of Jessie Buckoer 
by the Prosecution—The Verdict of Ac- 
quittal Reecived with Cheo #. 


Harropspure, May 16-~The argument for 
the prosecution was continued by Senator 
Benjamin Robbins. He said the defendant, 
Thompson, wasa man of distinguished ability 
and held a high office, but the law was no re- 
spector of persons, and instead of his position 
excusing his offense, it only aggravated it. 
Kentucky used to be known as ‘‘dark and 
bloody ground” and was now acquiring new 
claims to this title. Its citizens, too often 
took law into their hands, and should now be 
taught that they could not do so and go un- 
punished. The speaker recapitulated the 
whole testimony in the cage, making light 
of the ‘theories of self-defense, justification 
and emotional! insanity. In his opinion, the 
whole burden of the crime rested upon a 
beautiful woman, Miss Buckner, who had so 
recently detailed the story of her duplicity 
and double dealing to the court. He believed 
her materially responsible for the terrible 
tragedy and accused her of glorying init. In 
conclusion, he said that before Philip B. 
Thompson took the lawin his own hands 
and became judge, jury and executioner, not 
fifty people in all the world knew of his wife’s 
alleged disgrace. If infamy followed the fain- 
ily, he was alone to blame. sa 

The next speaker was the Hon. William 
Owens, speaker of the state house of repre- 
sentatives. He said he had come in the 
name of Mrs. Davis, the broken hearted 
woman; inthe name of ber disgraced chil- 
dren and of an outraged justice, asking the 
jury to vindicate an innocent man. It was 
not necessary, in order to do this, to be cruel 
to Philip Thompson. Like Mr. Robbins, the 
speaker arraigued Miss Buckner for the crime 
representing her as spitefully fanning a spark 
of scandal into a blaze of blood. The speaker 


said the registering of the assumed 
name ‘“H. Davie” on the St. Clair 
register was simply an oversight. 


The “E”’ could not be distinguished from an 
“SS” and the initial ““W’’ had been cuareless- 
rly omitted, The fact that he registered from 
Harrodsburg showed an absence of dishonor- 
able intentions. Referring to the experience 
of Davis and Mrs. Thompson in room number 
19 and afterwards, besaid he did not doubt 
that if Mrs. ,Thompson was drunk, she was 
made so by that artful Miss Buckner, who 
confessed she kept sherry in her room. She 
had plied Mrs. Thompson with this wine 
without effect until tne latter 
got into a hot, crowded theater, 
where it overcame her, and sbe was com- 
pelled to leave. After giving Miss Buckner 
a terrific raking over, Mr. Owens said further 
that she was the only one who had told Phil 
Thompson the Cetails of the alleged outrage, 
and she had misstated and colored them to 
suit their own revengeful purposes. In con- 
clusion he implored the jury to forget all but 
the law and to remember that justice was 
something different from mercy. ‘he address 
was u powerful one and made a strong im- 
pression. 

, Dan Voorhees commenced his argument 
this morning. The house was crowded. In 
his first sentence he outlined his argument 
thus: “lam here toshow you that the de- 
fendant is guilty of nocrime, either by hn- 
man or divine law,’’ and he continued: ‘In 
the cold language of the indictment, he is 
classed as a murderer; but he is not of the 
criminal class, but a law abiding citizen, and 
by the helpof God before I get through I'll 
show you whothe murderer js! I'll show 
you who murdered domestic peace, 
who struck an _ assassin’s blow at 
the sanctities of home.’’ The next phase of 
the argument was a picture of the dead man’s 
conduct at Cincinnati, and on this point facts 
were grouped with amazing skill. This he in- 
tensified by a vivid delineation of Mrs. 
Thompson’s infirmity for strong drink, and 
the advantage Davis took of that. The de- 
fense of Jessie Buckner followed, coupled 
with the argument that the case was estab- 
lished independently of her testimony. 
When the argument was finished the case 
was given to the jury. After an absence of 
one hour the jury returned with a verdict of 
acquittal. The verdict was received with a 
deafening shout by the densely packed house. 
As soon as the jury was polled and dismissed, 
Thompson was crowded upon by his friends, 
who warmly congratulated him.

As White 
was Jeaving Hanson shot him three times 
without previous quarrei or disagreement of 
any kind Hanson is believed to be insane.

THE M’BNERY LAND GRAB. 


A Seandal Which is Agitating the Politiclans eo 
‘Leulsiasa. 
New Orveans, May 16.—The Picayune to- 
day publishes an article in confirmation of 
ihe charges it made on May 2d, concerning 
the over-issue of scrip under the McKoery cou- 
tract. The statement there made that ac- 
cording to the offitial record furnished by the 
commissioner of the United States land office 
at Washington, 157,527 acres of swamp land 
had-been approved to the state of Louisiana, 
and as McEnery could only ask for one-half 
this area in scrip, the statement by the 
governor that the scrip for %,221 acres 
had been issued, showed that even the hard 
terms of the contract with John McEnery, 
had not been complied with. Governor Mec- 
Enery in a second letter that Picayune had 
omitted two lots of land, one of 6,620 acres, 
and an another of 2,267 aciesin the list of 
lands approved. The commissioner of the 
United States land office now certifies that 
these two tracts of land wese approved by 
Secretary Carl Scurz in 1877, or three years 
before the date of the McEnery contract, Yet

THE CATTLE CROP.

Condition of the Market on the Weatern Ranges 
An Inereasein the Shipment of Beevem 

CHICAGO, May 16.—The Drover’s Journal 
has received reports in detail from the ranch- 
ing regions in Colorado, Kansas. Texas, Ne- 
braska, Idaho, Wyoming, Indian Territory, 
Montana and Nevada. The reports show the 
range cattle business to be in a very thrifty 
condition. The percentage of the 
liom = sisi all states and 
territories ranges from 1 to 20 per cent, or a 
general average of 3'4 percent, The greatest 
losses wert reported by Idaho, Indian Terri- 
tory, and Kansas. Kansas is the only state 
that reports an increase in the shipments of 
beeves this season, but the general average is 
the same asin 1882. The average cundition 
of the cattle on the ranges is reported by Kan- 
sas, Texas and Indian Terri- 
tory to be worse than during 
the corresponding period last year, but all 
other sections report a better average condi- 
tion of stock than last spring. The shipment 
of beeves will begin about the same time on 
an average, asin ordinary years. The ship- 
ping season in the southwest, however, will 
be about @ month later than it was last year. 
There is reported an average increase of about 
25 per centin the calf crop ascompared with 
last year. ‘The price for cattle on the ranges 
are reported to be from $2. to $10 per head, 
higher than one year ago, and average ad- 
vance amounts to $5 80 per head, 


BJECTING A PASSENGER. 


Pennsylvania Railroad Gets Inte Trouble Over 
Putting Out a Traveler. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 14—In the court of 
common pleas to-day, the jury in the case of 
Mark Spicker against tte Pennsylvania rail- 
road company, gave a verdict in favor of the 
plaintiff? for $5,000. Spicker, who is a travel- 
ing salesman, took passage in November, in 
1881, from this city for Williamsport,. and 
presented to the conductor a return slip of an 
excursion ticket from Williamsport to Phila- 
delphia. The conductor refused to accept the 
ticket and ejected Spicker in the open coun- 
try, on the Nerthern Central railroad above 
Harrisburg, in the midst of a drenching rain. 
The company claimed in defense that the 
ticket presented had been purchased two 
years before, and tbat the company had en- 
deavored to call in such tickets by extensive ad- 
vertising. The judge charged the jury that the 
ejection under the circumstances was an out- 
rage, and that the question of the liability of 
the company was tue only one for their con- 
sideration.

THE WESTERN STORM. 


the tyclone—Fruit Injured—Loas 
of Preperty. 
CINCINNATI, May 16.—Reports of the ray- 


The Destruction by 


Ohio, show that the cyclone swept across an 
area about 12 milesin length, about 6 miles 
north of Connersville. Indiana, with a path 
a few rods wide, striking the little village of 
Waterloo, and destroying every house but 
three in the place, and doing great damage to 


farms, but injuring nobody. The fine 
iron _— bridge over the Whitewater 
river was whirled to pieces. 


inthe south of Wayne county, adjoining, 
much damage wai done to farms. Houses 
were unroofed and one or tw» people were 
slightly injured The same storm passed 
through Preble county., Ohio, unroofing the 
houses and ba¥nk, arid doing damage estima- 
ted at $70,000. Farther east, at Germantown 
and Maimisburg,. there was a severe hail 
storm, doing immense damage to vegetation. 
Fruit was almost entirely destroyed. 


DODGE CITY LAWLESSNESS. 


The Gamblers Declare Their Intention of Retaking 
the Town. 
Kansas City, Mo., May 16.—The troubles at 
Dodge City, Kansas, are likely to assume a 
more serious form in a day or two. Luke 
Short, one of the gambiers recently expelled 
from the town, is preparing to return, accom- 
panied by a party of friends, and says he pro- 
poses to stay. The-party will rendezvous at 
Topeka, and start from there to-morrow.

HOW THE POPE’S LETTER IS RE- 
CEIVED BY THE PEOPLE. 


4 Disposition to Adhers to Parnell—Conference of 
Land League M: mbers— Phe Conviction of Fitz- 
harris—Arres: of a Large Number of Con- 
*pirators-An Iafernal Machine. 


Dustin, May 16.—A meeting of the nation- 
al league was held here to-day. Mr. Biggar, 
member of parliament for Cavan, said that 
anything coming from the pope should be re- 
ceived with much respect by the league. They 
should, at the same time, express their opin- 
ions in plain but inoffensive terms. Mr. Big- 
gar said he was not suited for such a task,and 
that further it was unsafe for him to remark 
upon the present manner of administering 
justice. He urged the importance of prepar- 
ing for a general election for members of par- 
liament. Mr. Mayne, Parnellite member of 
parliament for Tipperary, said the Irish 
people should take theology, not politics, 
from Rome. Mr. Parnell, he declared, was 
the head of their political church. ; 

Mr. Kenny, member ofthe partiament for 
Ennis,described the pope’s circular as a shame- 
fulinsult tothe priests apd people of Ire- 
land. ; 

The Freeman’s Journal, commenting on 
the pope’s circular to the Irish bishops, says 
his holiness has been misied, if not entirely 
deceived by the emissaries of the British 
zoverment, who know that if the Parnell 
party remains unbroken, it will hold the bal- 
ance of power in the next parliament. 

CONVICTION OF FITZHARRIS. 

The trial of Fitzharris, cab driver, as acces- 
sory after the fact to the murder of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish and Mr. Barke, was con- 
cluded this morning. The jury returned a 
verdict of guilty against him, and he was 
sentenced to penal servitude for life. Judge 
O’Brien, in passing sentence on Fitzbarris, 
said: ‘‘The crime of which you were convicted 
is morally the same as that of murder. The 
death of Lord Frederick Cavendish and Mr. 
Burke were mainly owing to your act in in- 
ducing Smith to point out the vietims.’”’ The 
prisoner appeared to be stupified at his sen- 
tence.”’ 

Daniel Delaney, who is charged with con- 
spiracy to murder, was arraigned in the court 
to-day and pleaded guilty. Edward Me 
Caffrey, who last week was arraigned on the 
same charge withdrew his plea of not guilty 
entered then, and substituted a plea of 
enilty. Their “senten e were deferred. 
Thomas Martin, indicted for conspiracy to 
murder, pleaded guilty, but was allowed his 
liberty on his undertaking to leave the coun- 
ftry. Kingston and Giboey were then ar- 
raigned on a charge of conspiracy to murder, 
and both pleaded not guilty. 

The grand jury have found true bills for 
conspiracy to murder against Kingston, Gib- 
ney and Healy, charged with conspiracy to 
murder Poole, and a true bill for threatening 
murder against Matthias Brady, charged with 
making threats against the foreman of the 
jury which convicted his brother, Joe Brady. 

Six persons have been arrested at Ballina, 
on a charge of conspiracy to murder land- 
lords. An infernal machine and a number 
of arms belonging to the prisoners bave been 
seized. It is helieved that the arrests and 
seizures were made through evidence given 
by an informer. 

THE ALLEGED DYNAMITE BOX. 

LIVERPOOL, May 16.—The head constable at 
Liverpool maintains that the story of the dis- 
covery,on the trans-Atlantic steamer of an in- 
fernal rhachine in a box, which had been in- 
trusted to the care of the steward, is a hoax, 
and the box only contained a brick. The 
Times correspondent at Liverpool, however, 
insists on the truth of the story, and declares 
that the police are anxious to minimize the 
importance of the affair. The Liverpool 
Courier says it is positive that a dangerous 
machine was found on the steamer. 

Patrick O’Brien, formerly secretary of the 
Liverpool land league, Michael Hynes, 
printer and Patrick Slater, foreman of Hynes, 
have been arrested for printing and spreading 
the circulars forwarded to the tradesmen in 
Dublin, recently, which were termed, ‘“‘An 
analysis of the special juries on 18 trials under 
the crimes act,’’ and on which the persons 
having the xoods of these jurors were threat- 
ened. They were remanded for trial and ad- 
mitted to bail,

WESTERN WHEAT. 


An Estimated Vield of 420,000,000 Kushele-—Preva.- 
lence of Fine Weather. 
New York, May 16 —The Tribane contains 
extensive reports of the condition and pros- 
pect of crops trom the grain growing regions 
of the west and frem experienced and careful 
men, and says editorially, that the returns, 
though they do not promise the unprecedent- 
ed yield of 1882, are decidedly more favorable 
than those received earlier in the season. Jt 
will be found, too, by those who examine 
them closely, that they point to more satis- 
factory results than was promised hy the 
May report of the agricultural bureau 
which has just been published, being of later 
date by some days. They indicate that the 
fine weather which has generally prevailed in 
the wheat growing regions and rains have 
caused a continuance of improvement in the 
condition which was noticed in the report. 
That serious harm was done to winter wheat 
in several states there is no doubi. By 
unfavorable winter weather the yield 
in those states will be retarded in spite 
of the recent improvement in condition; 
but the good weather at this season ? 
materially lowered the estimates of in 
jury sustained, according to the agricultural

The Germause Insist on Keeping It Out of the Coun- 
try Comparison with German Pork. 


Berit, May 16.—The North German Ga- 
zette attempts to prove, by statistics, that the © 
danger of contracting trichinosis from Amer- 
ican pork is sixty times greater than it is 
from German pork, and refers to latest re- 
ports of the sanitary officers at Chicago, Erie 
and Boston, and to the publication in the 
New York Medical Journal, to prove the cor- 
rectness of its statements. The Gazette de- 
clares that an inspection of the pork on its 
arrival at German ports has proved useless. 
It says that the quantity of American pork 
consumed in Germany is small and is decreas- 
ing, and that the question, therefore, is not 
of economic importance.

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“@AE DRIVZEN-WELL PATENT. 


Birom pipe into the ground has not been

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section of the country. In the northern slates 
these wells have been driven down by tens of 
thousands. In Indiana alone there are 50,- 
000 of them, and the alleged patentee, one 
Colonel Green, wants a royalty of $10 in each 
case. The claims of the patentee have of late 
been stoutly contested, associations having 
been formed for that purpose. 
Colonel Green put his method 
driving wells into use for the benefit of 
his regiment. This was in i861, and he 
did not apply for a patent until 1565, The 
contestants claim that in the four years 
the discovery became open to all 
who desired to apply it. Judge Shiras, of 
the United States district court in Iowa, held 
that on this account both the original and re- 
issued letters patent are void. Judge Love, 
of the United States circuit court of Iowa, 
concurred in Judge Shiras’s decision, but 
Judge Nelson, of the United States circuit 
court of Minnesota, dissented. 

The case has already been before the United 
States supreme court on an appeal from a de- 
cision in favér of the patent rendered by 
Judge Gresham, of Indiana, now postmaster 
general. Only eight of the supreme court 
justices heard the case, and the court was 
equally divided. An appeal from the New 
Jersey district will be reached before the ap- 
peal from lowa, and when it does 
come up a full bench of the supreme 
court will doubtless be able to settle one of 
the greatest legal battles that the country has 
ever known. The chances are that the patent 
will be declared invalid and void, and the 
people be left free to drive down to water all the 
slotted and pointed pipes they desire to de- 
vote to that purpose. Several thousand of 
such pipes driven in Georgia soil would sub- 
stitute wells that could not become impure 
for an equa! number that cannot be kept free 
of deleterious substances. Let us hope there- 
fore that this simple device will become com- 
mon property. We want no tax on pure 
water.

THE FREEDMAN’S BANK SWINDLE. 

Under the lash of the democratic press and 
in deference to the opinion of honest menall 
over the country, the republicans have for 
several years past been making a fitful effort 
to restore to the negroes of the south a por- 
tion of the money of which they were robbed 
by the representative republicans who had 
charge of the Freedman’s bank  swin- 
dle.

They established branches in all the princi- 
pal cities of the south, and had agents in all 
the towns and yillages. They employed ne- 
gro preachers to insert an advertisement of 
the swindling scheme between prayer and 
sermon, and by this means thousands of 
negroes were robbed of their hard earnings; 
thousands whose names never wentintoa 
pass book, who gave their money to ‘‘agents’’ 
and heard no more of it. 

The deposits of the negroes, identified and 
unidentified, were spent by the republican 


leaders in riotous living. The bank wasa 
swindling ‘bcheme from the _ start, 
and when the republicans who 


had it in charge discovered that they had 
about exhausted the source of supply. they 
closed the doors of their bank and_ its 
branches, and after a while the negroes found 
out that they had been robbed. The calamity 
was avery distressing one in all its phases. 
Every cent the negroes had made, represent- 
ing economy in the most unparalleled 
poverty, disappeared in the capacious pockets 
of the republican party. 

The statement that sixty-two per cent of 
the money thus stolen has been paid back to 
the depositors is calculated to grossly deceive 
the public. Itisto be doubted whether ten 
per cent of the amount deposited has been 


paid back to the negroes. When _ the 
collapse of the bank was announced,

The Pittsburg Critic of last Sunday issues as a 
supplement a fac simile of the. Daily Citizen, of 
Vicksburg. as published on the 2d of July, 1863. 
Frequentiy during the war the southern pewspapers 
were driven to such extremities that they were 
compelied to print on wall paper. In such a pre- 
dicament was the Citizen of the date referred to. 
It is printed on one side of a brightly flowered 
piece of wall paper, 12 by 24 inches, 
and is now an interesting curiosity. 
The name of the editorin large capitals bas a war- 
like sound whichis prophetic of the fiery strains 
that flash through the paragraphs and leaders. Mr. 
J. M. Swords was the man who determined that 
his pen would “be mightier than the swords’’ in 
the confederate cause. He slashes away at the 
enemy in a truly terrific style. At the time he was 
writing in this way Grant’s army was around 


Vicksburg andthe city was within two 
days of its capture. The Citizen, however, 
was undaunted, its tone indicating that the 


issue referred to was intended for circulation in 
the ranks of the invading army with a view of de- 
moralizing them. The leading editorial of the war- 
like Citizen is on ‘‘General Robert E. Lee again.’’ 
The most glowing accounts are given of the ex- 
ploits of the army of northern Virginia, and among 
other stertling things it is declared that Milroy had 
been defeated and ‘60,000 of his men captured,’ 
This editorial concludes with the cheerful assurance 
—‘*To-day Maryland is ours, to-morrow Penpsylva- 
nia will be, and the next day Ohio—now midway 
like Mahommeda’s coffin—will falt.”’ 

The following paragraph will show what the 
Vicksburg diet of the day was: ‘‘We are indebted 
to Major Gillespie fora steak of confederate beef 
alias meat. Wehave tried it, and csn assure our 
friends that if it is rendered necessary they need 
have no scrupies at eating the 
meat. It is sweet, savory and tender 
and so long as we have a mule left we are satisfied 
our soldiers will be content to subsist on it.”’ 
Referring to the Memphis Bulletin, the editor 
says: ‘‘This paper at present is in duress, and is 
edited by a pink-nosed, slab-sided, toad-eating 
yankee, who isa lineal descendantof Judas Iscariot, 
and a brother german of the greatest puritanical, 
sycophantic, how.ing scoundrel unhung—Parson 
Brownlow.”’

This, at a time when the iron 
business in Pennsylvania and Ohiois so depressed 
as to be leading to frequent failures and partial 
suspension of work, is highly encouraging to the 
growth of theindustry in our state. The failures, 
suspensions and disputes between masters and 
workmen in Pennsylvania and Ohio, are a 
sign that “iron making is about te leave 
those states and seek cheaper and better 
fields. it costs all of #21 aton to make pig 
ron in Pennsylvania, we are told, and nearly as 
muchin Ohio. Kut it can be made—indeed. it is 
now made—for $11 a ton in Tennesseeand Ala- 
bama, and we presume it can be made at nearly 
these figuresin Missouri. Atany rate it begins to 
look as if eastern capital was getting ready to move 
io the south and west to embark largely in the bus- 
iness. It is certainly a great waste tosend Missouri 
ore to Pittsburg for making iron when it can be 
made into pig-iron at}east $a ton cheaper here 
than there. In five vears from this time Missouri, 
Tennessee and Alabama will be the mo-t interest- 
ing fields for the prosecution of this important bus- 
iness in the country.

Jacksonvilleand Atlantic.

Yesterday afternoon the stockholders of the Jack- 
sonville and Atlaftic railroad held a meeting tor 
the purpose, if pucsible, of devising some means of 
building their road. The following gentlemen 
were present: Colonels J. J. Danieland J. Q Bur- 
bridge, Messrs. J. C. Greeley, Henry Clark, J. M. 
Schumacher, W. A. Macduff, Henry S Ely, F. F 
L’Fngle, G. B. Grittin, J. EF. T. Bowden and Dr. RB. 
P. Daniel. The company as it now exists, was or- 
ganized last summer with a view to building a rail- 
road from a point on the opposite side of the river 
toa point about nine miles below Mayport, where 
they own about four miles of beach and a Jarge 
tractofland. They afterwards made a survey, 
and partially, if mot entirely, located their road, 
and have elready selected 28,009 acres of 
land. Thecapital stock ofthe company is to be 
$100,000, of which amount $61 000 havealrcady been 
subscribed. They feel confident of an additional 
subscription of $10.0 0, which will leave a balance 
of $29,000 yet to be subscribed. In order to raise 
thisamount, a committee consisting of Messrs. F. 
F.1’Engle, J. M Schumakerand G. Bb. Griffin, was 
appointed to canvass the city for subscriptions and 
im this way the company hope to have the necessary 
amount of stock taken, when they will proceed at 
once to build and equip the road,andalso to im- 
prove the beach, and perhaps erect a hotel. The 
committee is to make a vigorous canvass, and report 
atan adjourned meeting, tobe held on the 22d 
instant. 


A Transcontinental Narrow Gauge Rail- 
road, 
From the St. Louis Republican. 

One of the mostimportant of the railway schemes 
now on foot in the west is what is familiarly known 
as the Colorado nickel plate, put which is incor- 
porated under the name of the Colorado northern 
railwny. But little bas been saidin reference to 
this line, and but littie is knowu of what it is or 
will be. the compauy which has this line under 
consirnetion is the Seney syndicate, the same that 
built the Nickel plate road from buffalo to Chicago, 
parelleling the Luke Shore. The head and front of 
that movement was 8s. C. Brice, who is the vice- 
president of the Coloradonorthern. General L. M, 


Meily is president, and Samuel Thoimes, 
president of the East dennessee, Vir- 
giuia and Georgia railway, is also 


one of the projectors. Vice-President Brice says 
that the outcome will be a transcontinental narrow 
gauge line from Denver to San Francisco. The Cal- 
ifornia and Nevada railway isa part of tuis system, 
and cousiruction has already commenced on it at 
the west end, at San Francisco. One hundred miles 
of tne road is now uuder construction, and filty 
miles of the road bas already been graded, The 
western terminus of the line is at Richmond’s 
Point, in ran Francisco, which is one of the finest 
lounding places for shipsin the bay, as there is thiriy 
feet of Waterin which to float them. From this point 
the line runs direcily east through the garden spot 
of California, touching the great wheat and vege- 
table producing regions, to within twenty-five 
mi'es of the Yosemite, aud within fourteen miles 
of Hatch Hatchety. 


The Braunswich and Western. 
From the Brunswick, Ga., Appeal, 

For some time past street rumor and newspaper 
reports have been busy with the Brurswick and 
Western, and some rathe: statemeits have 
been made.

The work of exten 
sion is to go forward, the remainder of the gaps in 
the grand truak jive to the west are now being con- 
structed, or upon the eve of Commencement, ant 
we see naught discouraging in this direction. 
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A Krestie Twenty-One Miles Long. 
From the New Orleans Picayune. 

On Sunday a party, composed mainly of railroad 
officiais and contractors interested inthe building 
of the New Orleaus and Northeastern railroad, took 
a trip across Lake Pontchartrain for ihe purpose of 
examining the great tr¢stle-work in course of con- 
struction. Theentire length of the trestle work, 
when completed, will be twenty-one and a half 
miles. The distance comprises thirteen and a half 
miles from People’s avenue caval to the Point, five 
and three-quarter miles across the luke, 
and two and four-tenths miies from the 
north shore. Allthe piling along the southern 
shore. with the exception of about a miié, has been 
driven, andthis division wiilbe completed by 
July 1. Of the pilirg in ine leketwoanda quarte! 
miles have been driven, and one mile of the work 
iscompleted. The trestleon the north shore has 
been finished some time, and the railsare laid nine 
miles. orto Pearlriver. The trestie workis all 
coustructed siter the same plan, except that the 
eroessties are further apart in the approaches than in 
the bridge proper, and that the timber used onthe 
latter is wll creosoted. The description of the 
bridge will answer for the other work. 

The structure, which will probably be the longest 
of the kind ip the United States, wii) alvo be one of 
the mcst substantial. Experts on railroad building 
pronounce the se tions already finished the most 
perfectspecimen of trestie construction they have 
seen. ‘Ihe ples average sixty feet in length and 
are driven avout forty feet. .In each bent there are 
four piles, and the bents are fifteen feetapart. The 
caps of the pilesare twelve by fourteen inches, and 
the stringers are six by sixteen inches, and three of 
them on each side laid on edge. The cross ties are 
only four inches apart, andon them are bolted 
stringers, which actas guard rails. The ties form 
a secure decking to ibe tresUcwork upou which the 
wheels of a car could run without danger of leaving 
the bridge on account of the guard rails. 

The trestle work, from beginning toend, isone of 
the grandest i udertukings ecounected with railroad 
building in the south. Some idea of its magnitude 
may be formed from the statement that the quan- 
tity of lumber required outside of the piles is over 
15 000.000 feet. There will be 8,161 benis, of four 
piles each, of 22044 piles.

Atlanta is decidedly the sporting town of Geor- 
gia, and there is no telling where the thing will 
end The simple announcement! in an eight line 
paragraph that a race would occur on the Boule- 
vard yesterday afternoon at six, sent an immense 
crowd out there, aud along the whole line 
of the proposed race was a throng 
of carriages and buggies oecupied by some ot the 
best people in the city. Of late years Atlanta has 
taken a decidedly front standin the matter of horse 
flesh and there are a great many very fine animals 
in the city. There area score or more of animals 
that have big reputations, and the two fine mares 
mentioned for yesterdsy’s race are among the 
best. “Eee. tc | eK. Paine’s mare, is 
as trim as she can be, and is exceedingly 
handsome and graceful. Mr. Jones's mare ‘‘Oriole”’ 
is very much like her, but hasa different carriage. 
Both gentlemen were in light buggies, and drove 
up and down the track for a few minutes before 
the time for the race, warming up the flyers. There 
were two er three plugs out that dashed up and 
down thé@ track undersaddle for the amusement 
of their owners, and one or two good 
pacers were out. The track was in good condition, 
barring too much dust on the lower end. The 
crowd was in good spirits, and time did not hang 
heavily on anybody's hands, especially as the plugs 
continued todash up and down the track, The 
race was half mile, best two in three. The track 
was exactly straight, slightly down hill, from Har- 
ris street, the starting point. The crowd 
could not, therefore, see more than a part of the 
track from any one point. Mr. Paine was cool and 
quiet. Mr, Jones wore a smile of confidence and a 
look of quiet determination to win with the mare 
that he was to drive. 

“Will Jones would win that race,’’ remarked a 
spectator, “if he knew that mare would drop dead 
the instant she pessed under the line. That is the 
kind of aman he ts.”’ . 

Mr. Frank Redd was to give the word and Mr. Fe 
H. Norwood and Mr. George Drummond were selec- 
ted as judges at toe stariing point. Mr. M. Car- 
penterand Mr. H.O. Holmen were the judges at 
the other end of the track. - 

There were perhaps two thousand people on one 
side or the other of the Boulevard, and am astonish- 
ingly large number of fine teams and turnouts. 
Before the track was cleared for the race, there were 
continual spurts of speed among fast outsiders, and 
elegant turnouts passing up and down in review. 


The almost universal opinion was _ that 
Kate would win the race. While 
Oriole was considered the  speediest she 


was so excifable as to be virtually uncontrolable, 
and it was thought she would gounevenly. There 
wasa decided undercurrent of betting on Oriole, 
however, that was expressed by a shrewd man 
who laida ten on ber, with the remark: 

‘I’m betting nine of these dollars on Kill Jones's 
driving and one dollar on the mare’s trotting.’’ 

This suggestion took rapidiy, and very soon the 
betting was even. Nor was the confidence in_Mr. 
Jones’s skill with the reins misplaced. In the first 
heat he kept his mare steady in the rear from five 
to ten feet. As hecame down the finish he lifted 
her up, called to her and moved forward. She 
broke, and all four feet went into the air. With 
marvelous dexterity he steadied her, just as she 
passed Kate, and on she went like a rocket, across 
the line. aclear and easy winner. A continued 
roll of appiazuse ran from the 
track, as the crowd witnessed this superb handling 
by the young gentleman driver, and it was agreed 
without discussion thatso fine a piece of driving 
had never been seen onthe Boulevard.

NO RECEIVER. 


The Case of Coleone! Thornton Decided in Ilia Favor 
Y esterday. 

Yesterday Judge Hammond decided the case of 
the Barrett manufacturing company, of Augustz, 
against Colonel M. E. Thornton, application for in- 
junction and receiver. TRe judge decided thata 
receiver could not legally be demanded, as Colonel 
Thornton was neither a manufacturer nor a 
trader. The judge held that a newspaper publisb- 
er was nota traderor a manufacturer within the 
purview of the law. That decision stopped the case 
before an investigation was meadeinto its merits, 
and no evidence came outas to the disputed ac- 
counts. The debt,whichit was claimed was owed, 


was about nine hundred dollars, but Colonel 
Thornton Says he owes no such an 
amount. He says that he owed a 


bill of $821, for which hegave a draft, but thata 
few days later it was claimed by the Barrett compa- 
ny thata mistake was made and that the bill was 
really $393, and that adraft for that amount was 
viven with the understanding thatthe other draft 
woull be returnedto him, which was not done. 
The Barrett company also made out a bill for paper 
that Colonel Thornton bad refused to take, and 
which was in his office subject to their order. These 
several items ran up the contested amount to over 
$300, Colonel Thornton admits that he owes $323, 
but no more. Colone) Thornton has leitthe matter 
in the hands of his attorney, and threatens to sue 
for damages on account of injury to his business by 
reason of the application for receiver. 
WHAT THE PLAINTIFFS SAY. 

Epirors CONSTITUTION: While we dislike to pa- 
rade before the public our private business affairs; 
yet, the decision of Judge Hammond ‘‘that the pro- 
prietor and publisher of a daily newspaper was 
neither a trader or manufacturer,’’ thereby debar- 
ring us from goingintothe merits of the case of 
“The LBerrett Manufacturing vs. M. E. Thorn- 
ton,”’ and the course pursued by Mr. Thornton for 
the last few days, publishing in his paper, the Post- 
Appeal, that our claim was an upjust one; that he 
did not owe us the amount we claimed; that he 
would willis gly pay itifwe could show him that 
it was just, makes it, in justice to ourselves, neces- 
sary that we submita few facts and figures to set 
ourselves right before the public.

The first pusiness transaction we ever 
had with Mr. Thornton was on 
October 13th, 1882, when we sold to him a 


job Jot of 702 pounds of paper at 5% cents per pound, 
making $35.61, which was paid October 20th. 1882, 
by cash $35 93, and freight on paper $2.63, makinga 
total of #38 61, and closiog that transaction. 
Secondly. On November lith, 1882, Mr. Thornton 
began running an openaccount with us. From that 
date upto the present time we have sold and 
shipped to Mr. Thornton, in all, 25,576 pounds of 
paper. Deduct from this amount 4,362, wt ich we 
consented and did take back,as Mr. Thornton 
could not utilize ir on account of its size, the mis- 
take occurring as follows: On November llth Mr 
Thornton ordered tixty reams 26x20.

wounds, Dhis paper wasshipped on the 13th day of 
february, 1883. On the following day we received a 
letter from Mr. Thoruton, countermanding the or- 
der, but the paper had gone, and we so wrote him, 
when he again wrote to us, saying that he made a 
slip of the pen as to size of paper, and that we 
ought not to require him to take it We coneenterd 
and did take the paper beck, which makes the 4,562 
pentids to be deducted from the whole amount 
shipped, to-wit, 25,576, leaves a balance of 21,214 
pounds, that Mr. Thornton had received, used and 
owed us for, which, atsix cents a pound, would 
be $1,272 M1.

What Mr. John M. Kradl: y, of Dekalb County, Has 
Gene Vith veotatoes. 
Mr. John 


M. Bradley, of DeKalb county, has 
joined the rankscf those farmers who have sent 
eotton to the rearand rely on other and better crops 
for the money thata farmer needs. He makes his 
ten strike with yam potatoes,and from two acres 
last year gathered six hundred bushels of potatoes 
of an unusually fine size, some of them weighing 
as much as nine pounds each. Eleven of the 
largest weighed fifty-six pounds, or more thana 
bushel by ore pound. The potatoes were placed 
under shelter after gathering and have kept ex- 
ceedingly well, none of them having been lost. 
From his pile Mr. Bradley has sold potatoes stead- 
ily, and to date has netted more than two hundred 
—s from the two acres, besides having all the 

ants for his family use and enough to supply him 
until potatoes come again. The seed were secured 
in Virginia. Mr. Bradley was in the city a day or 
two ago and in conversation with a CONSTITUTION 
reporter said’ 

‘‘! will give Farish Furman ail 
beat him making money if he takes cotton and 
gives me potatoes. Now I cleared two hundred 
dollars on two acres besides supplying my family 
with a year’s potatoes and losing a lot that I ‘left 
outin the weather. I would have to make two 
and a half or three bales of cotton per acre to come 
out that well with cotton Itistruc that itis a little 
more trouble to sell the potatoes but mine keep so 
well that i can sell them ai my leisure,’’ 

“Have you shipped anyrorth?’’ 

“Only a few. Here isa letter from a New York 
nau orderi!:g some of my potatoes.’ 

Mr. Bradley handed the reporter the following 
letter: 

“New York, April 23.—Mr. John M. Bradley, 
Stone Mountain, Ga., Dear Sir: In passing through 
Atlanta the first part of this monih [ atesome sweet 
potatoes at Mr. Henry R. Durand’s“restaurant, 
which | liked very inuch, and was told came from 
your piace. Inclosed please find $5, for which 
please send me a barrel of sweet potatoes at 28 West 
Thirty-fourth street, New York city. Should five 
dollars be insufficient to pay costs and f-eight, send 
marked ©. O. D. by express. HENRY MORGAN,’’ 

‘Did you send them?’’ asked the scribe. 

“T sent him two barrels, five bushels, ata dollar 
a bushel.”’ 

‘Was not the freight pretty heavy?” 

“The freight was only 49 cents per hundred from 
Stone Mountain to New York, and two dollars 
covered the expense of shipping both barrels, In 
other words Mr. Morgan got two barrels of fine 
Georgia yamslaid down in New York for seven dol- 
Jars. That it seems to meisas low as anybody 
could ask ’’ : 

‘*How did you cultivate the potatoes: 

‘IT broke the land with a small plow as deep as ! 
eould go. I then took a twelve inch shovel aud laid 
off the rows three feet apart. Ithen putin my guano 
at the rate of about two hundred pounds per acre. 
I then took the same shevel-plow and threw two 
furrows on it, covering it up. 1 then took arake and 
raked it all offand planted the potatoes ”’ 

What else do you raise?’’ 

‘‘Last year! raised in addition to my potatoes 
bushels of cats, sixty barrels of corn and wheat 
enough t> dome, besides plenty of peas, etc. In ad- 
dition to that 1 sold over $100 worth of Irish pota 
toes, cabbage. tomatoes, etc. My idea is that the 
most money isto be made on tomatoes. There 1s 
a bigdemand for tomatoes always and prices are 
good,’’
